Explosions that wrecked the town 
calaboose, shattered the front of the 
home of the town marshal and blew 
out the front of the office-of Attorney 
Oscar Parker have created a feeling 
of terror that could not be subdued by 
the holiday spirit that ts usual at this 
time.

G. Jones, standing on her skates in the 
middle of the rink, addressed more 
than a hundred skaters. 

In the afternoon the army gathered 
at the invitation of Miss Jones in the 
parlors of their hotel and were sur- 
prised to find a Christmag tree agleam 
with candles and burdened with gifts 
appropriate to the occasion. 

Playing the role of Santa Claus, the 
fair “general” presented the gifts to 
her “troops” as rewards for “bravery 
in the performance of duty.” The 
troops in turn presented thelr com- 
mander with a copy of “Pilgrim's 
Progress.” It was inscribed with the 
following on the cover: 

“And it came to pass when the 
people heard the sounds of trumpets 
and the people shouted the walls of 
Albany fell flat.” 

“That they will,” announced Miss 
Jones as she read the inscriptiom, 
“and we will march around them ten 
times, once for each state than has 
granted suffrage to women.”

Demands of balkan States Wil 
Be Rejected, 


Official View of the Situation, How- 
ever, Is Still Hopeful---Sinister 
Attitude of Austria. 


Constantinople, December 25.—The 
Porte today telegraphed to Reched 
Pasha, at London, counter proposals as 
decided upon by the council of min- 
isters. The exact nature of the pro- 
posals has not been revealed, but the 
official view of the situation still is 
hopeful. 

The Turkish press is unanimous in 
declaring that the allies’ conditions 
are not acceptable and that the Turk- 
ish delegates were not sent to London 
to commit suicide. 

The Porte has repeated to the pow- 
ers the demand made a month ago for 
a consular inquiry respecting the atroc- 
ities alleged to have been committed 
by the allies in the occupied territories. 

Several marines from the United 
States converted yacht Scorpion hadan 
altercation today with some persons in 
a public building, ending in blows. 
One of the men involved was Senor 
Iola, the military attache of the Span- 
ish legation. 

The Bulgarian General Ivanoff§ ar- 
rived in Constantinople recently. He 
has had severa] interviews with Kiamil 
Pasha, the grand vizier. 


TURKEY MUST YIELD; 
POWERS WATCH AUSTRIA 


London, December 25.—Turkey’s déle- 
gates to the peace conference, although 
they realize that eventually they must 
accept the conditions laid down by 
the allies to bring about peace in 
southeastern Europe, are following 
their usual course of procrastination 
and will take advantage of every dip- 
Icmatic jlevice to postpone the inevi- 
table dismemberment of the territory 
which has been their armed ckmp for 
500 years. 

Meanwhile, however, the allies are 
so confident that the outcome of the 
peace negotiations will be in line with 
their demands, that they already have 
agreed on the -boundaries for ar au 
tonomous Albania. These boundaries 
will be submitted later to the ambas- 
sadorial conference which has adiourn- 


ed to meet early in the new year. | 
Austria’s Stnizter Attitude. ~~ +4 - 


The question loofming sinister before 
Europe now is not when peace will be 
signed by the belligerents, but why, 
in view of the settlement of the quar- 
rel betwen Austria and Servia, Austria 
Joes not demobflize. 

The allies have agreed to propose 
to the ambassadorial conference the 
following frontier for an autonomous 
Albania: 

North, along the left bank of the 
river Drin, leaving a few miles on the 
left bank of that river to Montenegro, 
as it represents the only passage pos- 
sible from the interior to the sea. The 
frontier as proposed will follow the 
Drin until the White Drin joins the 
Black Drin. The eastern frontier is 
marked by the watershed between A’. 
bania and Servia, leaving to Servia 
both Prisrend and Mogastir. The 
southern frontier consists of a line 
practically straight from South Italona 
to the watershed, leaving the town of 
Ergherikastro to Greece. 

The proposed frontier between Mon- 
tenegro and Servia will be along the 
White Drin, leaving Djacova to Mon? 3- 
regro and passing throuch the source 
of the river Ibar at a spot called 
Rejas, from where it reaches, in a

Aegean Islands for Greece. 

The Aegean islands Wiil goto G 
they having a populatio 
almost entirely of Greeks, 

But Athens pledges the neutraliza- 
tion of those islands, desiring to Suar- 
antee to all the powers free passage 
and liberty of commerce throughout 
the archipelago. 

Although the Bulgarians yesterday 
asked to be permitted to occupy ter- 
ritory on a line from Rodosto, on the 
Sea of Marmora, to Midia, on the 
Black sea, it is believed they will be 
satisfied to have the frontier start 
from Enos, a port on the Aegean sea 
and follow the Maritza river until it 
reaches a point south of Kowleli Bur- 
gas. and then cut across eastward to 
Midia. It is supposed, however, that 
if pressure is brought to bear in the 
way of saving Turkish dignity and for 
the sake of peace, the Bulgarians 
might accept a situation which, while 
it would not give them Adrianople, 
would prevent it from being a menace 
in the future. It is purposed to make 
Saloniki and the surrounding territory 
within a radius of 100 miles neutral 
under the protection of the allies. 

Europe Watches Austria. 


The European chancellories are 
watching with the keenest anxiety for 
some sign of demobilization of the 
Austrian forces. With the settlement 
of the incident arising from the com- 
plaint of ill-treatment by the Aus- 
trian consul at Prisrend and the an- 
nouncement by the ambassadorial con- 
ference that it favored autonomy for 
Albania and a commercial port on the 
Adriatic for Servia, every reason for the 
Austrian mobilization apparently was 
ended. The failure of that country to 
demobilize coincides with the an- 
nouncement from Petersburg yesterday 
of the enforcement of a drastic cen- 
sorship on news concerning military 
affairs in Russia. 

Mobilizations by Russia and Austria 
have been quite different, Russia hav- 
ing called to the colors. relatively 
more men than Austria and also used 
a different method in gathering them 
together. Early in November a draft 
of 300,000 Russians was due to finiah 
their military training. At the last 
moment, however, they received or- 
ders to remain with the colors. These 
orders still are in force and give Rus- 
sia a margin of 300,000 veterans. Aus- 
tria’s mobilization consisted in the 
calling of young men tg the colors.

THREE DEATHS MAY RESULT

Two Men Are Badly Hurt in: Riot 
Over Blind Tiger Trans- 
action. 


A riot, incited by a blind tiger trans- 
action between a negro and white man, 
resulted in two badly wounded men 
yesterday afternoon at Glenn and Mc- 
Daniel streets, and a score of cut and 
bruised negroes. 

The injured whites are Emmett 
Howe, a tinsmith of 390 Cooper street, 
and Ed Tumlin, a young boilermaker 
of Cooper street. Tumlin was severely 
cut and slashed about the legs and 
back. He is unconscious and probably 
Howe 
was cut in the lungs, through the 
right shoulder blade, and was slashed 
in the back. He. will survive the 
wounds. 

The assailants have not been caught. 
The: injured negroes fied, before the 
arrival of the police and ambulances. 
The white man and negro over whom 
the affray occurred also escaped. Eye- 
witnesses say that the fight started 
over a dispute that arose when a white 
man tried to purchase liquor from a 
negro blind tiger.

YMAS DINNER FACING DEATH 


Rescued Passengers Tell of Their 
Experience---U. S. Revenue Cut- 
ter Took Off Passengers. 


New York, December 25.—The fifty- 
seven passengers and eighteen of the 
crew of the United Fruit company 
steamship, Turrialba, ashore since yes- 
terday morning at Brigantine shoals, 
9 miles north of Atlantic City, N. J., 
arrived here tonight on board the Unit- 
ed States revenue cutter Seneca. 

The cutter had stood by the stranded 
vessel all last night and at 9 o'clock 
this morning passengers, part of the 
crew and the baggage and mail were 
safely transferred and the Seneca 
started on its Christmas journey to 
this port. The sea was smooth and the 
weather fair when the transfer was 
made and the passengers experienced 
little discomfort. A Christmas dinner 
was provided by the officers of the 
Seneca.

Thousand: Share Profits, 


(From The New York Times.) 

London.—The labor department of 
the board of ti‘ade has been investi- 
gating British profit sharing and ia- 
bor copartnership schemes. The re- 
sults are given in a volume issued by 
the department. 

The first profit sharing scheme dates 
back to 1829, and was initiated on Lord 
Wallscourt’s farm. Up to the middle of 
the present pane 299 such schemes 
have been originated. No details are 
forthcoming of three; 163 others have 
been discontinued, leaving 133 schemes 
now working. Four are forty years 
old, 55 per cent are not more than 
ten years old, forty-six are less than 
four years old and six had their origin 
this year. 

The report describes profit sharing 
as the receipt by employees, in addi- 
tion to other wages, of a share fixed 
beforehand in the protits of an under- 
taking. Copartnership is an extension 
of this scheme, enabling the worker 
to accumulate his share of profits in 
the capital of the business, thus gain- 
ing the rights and responsibilities of 
un shareholder. 

The number of work people employ- 
ed by the 133 firms operating’ the 
schemes is 106,000. The profits 
ceived by workers last year represent- 
ed an addition to their wages of 5.5 
per cent. 

More than half the abandonments of 
profit sharing schemes have been due 
to the falling off of business, which 
left no profits to be shared. The ex- 
perience of the firms which have tried 
profit sharing is that it produces ex- 
‘ellent results in developing a higher 
degree of efficiency on the part of em- 
ployees and brings about more har- 
monious relations between employers 
and employed.

It 
marks progress toward conserving the interests of the greatest party 
to these affairs—the public. 
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WHERE CHILDREN PAY THE PENALTY. 


The Illinois supreme court has just handed down a decision 
which, in itself righteous, illustrates sadly the need for a sane and 
uniform divorce law in this country. The Illinois law prohibits 
re-marriage within a year after the granting of a divorce. It ap- 
pears that thousands of people have been steadily ignoring the law 
by the simple expedientgof stepping across the state-line. The high- 
est tribunal now rules that all such marriages are illegal, and must 
be again performed if the principals would continue to reside in 
[llinois. 

Our crazy-quilt and conflicting divorce system 1s sufficiently de- 
moralizing upon man and woman. The situation ig pathetically, 
and in numberless cases tragically, complicated where children are 
involved. In the Illinois instance, for example, the legal status of 
hosts of innocent boys and girls has been brought into question by 
the supreme court decision. It is doubtful if the quasi-bar-sinister 
will ever be lifted where the conscious or inadvertent offenders have 
permanently left the jurisdiction of the state. 

As to divorce, per se, there is wide and just ground for diver- 
gence. Even the churches, which are assumed to be the chief au- 
thorities upon the moralities of the question, contradict each other. 
And there are few laymen able to reach an agreement. Where hope- 
less incompatibility exists, where systematic brutality or infidelity 
intrudes, it would seem superficially that the best interests of society 
are injured rather than subserved by compelling the interested par- 
ties to live together, or even denying them another trial at matri- 


mony. 
3ut what about the off-spring of these ill-mated couples? Sure- 
ly, they have rights in the premises, and it often looks as though 
these rights took absolute precedence. The conflict of the statutes 
of the various states has, time and again, created the spectacle not 
only of children being morally wronged, but also of impairing for- 
ever their property-rights, though the latter phase should be the 
smallest consideration. 

The wisdom of the nation can address ‘itself to no end more 
appealing than an effort to straighten thig tangle. The fact that 
both congress and the unofficial organization of the “house of gov- 
ernors” are debating means to that end offers a degree of encour- 
agement.

| The Georgia State Veterinary asso- 
ciation held their sixth annual meeting 


in the off{ces of the department of ag- 
riculture at the state capitol on Tues- 
day. The meeting was well attended 
and a most interesting program of 
practical papers was read and dis- 
cussed. A paper by Dr. W. M. Burson 
on “The Diagnosis of Hog Cholera,” 


led to a spirited discussion of this very 
important subject and culminated in 
passing the following resolution: 

“Whereas, hog cholera has exten- 
Sively invaded nearly every county in 
the southern section of the State of 
Georgia, Causing an enormous econom- 
ic loss to farmers in general and to 
breeders of swine in particular; such 
losses incidentally increasing the cost 
of meat and lard to the ultimate con- 
Sumer; and, 

“Whereas, experience has proven 
that hog cholera or any other conta- 
Sious disease must be controlled by 
proper sanitary and quarantine re- 
Strictions before it can be suppressed 
or Stamped out; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the Georgia State 
Veterinary association in regular ses- 
sion assembled, after most careful dis- 
cussion and consideration, urge the en- 
forcement of rules Nos. 17 to 19, in- 
Clusive, as published in bulletin No. 7, 
series A, of the department of agri- 
culture, which are as follows: 


Here Are Regulations. 


“Regulations to prevent the spread 
of hog cholera— 

“Rule No. 17. Hogs infected with or 
exposed to hog cholera shall not run 
on ranges or commons; such hogs must 
be confined in strict quarantine, in in- 
closures owned by or under the control 
of the owners of such hogs. 

“Carcasses of hogs that have died of 
cholera or any other infectious or con- 
tagious diseases must not be transport- 
ed upon or across public highways 
(unless proper precautions are taken 
to prevent the spread of infection), 
but must be burned or deeply buried— 
not less than four feet deep—upon the 
infected premises. 

“Rule No. 18. All pers6ns are here- 
by warned of the danger of bringing 
hogs into this state or moving them 
from one section of the state to an- 
other for either breeding or feeding. 
Such movement should be made under 
strict sanitary precautions, both hogs 


Somebody then!and vehicles being thoroughly disin- 


fected. Hogs brought to any farm or 


| range in the state should be segregated 


for at least thirty days as a precau- 
tion against the spread of cholera.

' “Owners of swine in any community 
‘in which hog cholera is suspected are 
requested to communicate with the 
state veterinarian in order that the 
disease may be investigated and prop- 
er measures taken to control the 
spread of the disease. 

“Rule No. 19. Hogs exposed to or 
infected with hog cholera must not be 
sold for slaughter, breeding or feed- 
ing purposes. 

“Six weeks after the death or re- 
covery of the last case of hog cholera 
upon any premises the quarantine shall 
automatically terminate.”

‘THROWER OF THE BOMB 
NOT YET APPREHENDED 


Delhi, India, December 25.—The offi- 
‘cial bulletin, issued this evening, con- 
cerning the condition of the viceroy, 
Baron Hardinge, who was severely in- 
jured by a bomb thrown by an Indian 
fanatic, Monday, describes his progress 
as satisfactory, but adds that the phy- 
sicians believe he will not be able to 
resume his duties in two or three 
weeks. The temperature of the patient 
is normal and the pain is subsiding..

The idea of such a clearing house was 
discussed seriously for the first time 
directly after the shooting of Colo- 
nel Roosevelt by John Schrank.

As counsel for the state of Georgia 
for the Great Eastern Casualty com- 
pany, and in behalf of George P. Dick- 
son, who is my client, I wish to show 
up Edward Daniel’s outrageous pro- 
ceedings. 

To begin with, Pearce Wag never ar- 
rested, even technically. Daniel, with 
a bailiff, went to Dickson’s office with 
a warrant, which was never served. 
Instead, Daniel extorted $13.25 out of 
Pearce, the bailiff threatening to ar- 
rest Pearce and throw him in jail if 
the alleged debt was not forthcoming. 

As Daniel has done so much talking 
I wish to call him good and properly. 
The money in question was never even 
talked of’at a cigar stand, but, accord- 
ing to Danlel’s own declarations, he 
spent money on Pearce with two “la- 
dies of the demi-monde” type, and Dan- 
iel agreeing to “pay for the freight,” 
as he expressed it. After all the fun 
Was over, that is a few days after- 
wards, ‘Daniel’ made a demand upon 
Pearce for $13.25, claiming this was 
Pearce’s pro rata share.

In the 
news story Daniel claims that Pearce 
defrauded him out of $10 at a cigar 
stand. : 


Then Daniel, upon Pearce’s continued 
refusal to be held up, had a warrant

Messrs. Dickson and 
Pearce could not reach me, as I was 
engaged in court in trial of a case, and 
Daniel signed his name to a receipt 
of $13.25 for settlement of the case; 
the bailiff did all of the talking, Daniel 
saying nothing. This money was ex- 
torted from Pearce. Had I been able 
to have gotten to Dickson’s office I 
would have insisted upon the bailiff 
serving the warrant, and I would have 
secured a bond for Pearce’s appearance 
before Judge Puckett; then we would 
have brought out the facts instead of 
the falsehoods which have been per- 
petrated by Daniel.

Worn from making 114 miles on his 

bicycle coming from Macon since 7:30 
o’clock, Hubert G. Hessler, the United 
States representative in the interna- 
tlonal 10,000-mile bicycle race, rolled 
into town last night at 8:30 o'clock, 
headed for New York on the last lap of 
the long journey. 
The other riders, representing Ger- 
‘many, France, Austria and Egypt, are 
not yet in sight, and Hassler gays that 
when he left Tifton, Ga., he had 482 
miles the lead. 

The race is being promoted by the 
‘International Cycle association of 
Paris, and is being run under the di- 
rection of the American branch at 
Washington. A prize of $2,500 is hung 
up, which Hassler is confident he will 
| win, and the other prizes are $1,509, 
$1,000, $500 and $250. 

The race started from Newark, N. J., 
April 19, and has extended from there 
'to Denver, Col. by way of Buffalo, 
| Cleveland, Chicago and Omaha. Hass- 
pes arrived in Denver July 14, and re- 
turned from there to New York, then 
came south, by way of Philadelphia, 
| Baltimore, Roanoke, Charlotte, N. C., 
, Anderson, S. C., and so to Atlanta, to 
, Jacksonville, and now back to Atlanta. 
| From here he will return to New 
York, leaving tonight, riding as long 
each day as possible in a last spurt to 
reach New York before the scheduled

Sulzer and Glynn. 

(From December National Monthly.) 
_Governor-elect Suizer is a resident of 
New York city, and his record is unique 
in the annais of politics, for he has 
continuously represented his home dis- 
trict at Albany and Washington for 
practically twenty-three years.- He 
Was first sent to the New York state 
legislature as a member of the assem- 
bly in 1889, and was re-elected in each 
successive year for five terms, serving 
aS speaker of the assembly in 1893 and 
— of the democratic ‘minority in 

In 1894 Mr. Suldger was elected from 
the old tenth New York district a 
representative to the fifty-fourth con- 
eress, and he has been a member of 
that body continuously ever since, and 
is today the ranking democratic mem- 
ber in point of service north of Mason 
and Dixon's line. 

Mr. Suizer’s service in congress has 
been conspicuous for his championship 
of popular rights, constitutional gov- 
ernment, and especially his defense of 
the cause of the people. He pleaded 
the cause of the Cuban insurgents be- 
fore the house in several eloquent 
speeches. In the fifty-fitth congress 
he introduced the measure to secure 
the department of commerce with a 
Secretary having a seat in the cabinet 
He is the author of the bill creating a 
department of labor, and this bill, as 
introduced by‘him, made the first sci- 
entilic classification of labor ever at- 
tempted in this country. He introduced 
the first resolutions sympathizing with 
the Cubans, the first granting to them 
belligerent rights, the first favoring 
the independence of the Cubans, and 
the first declaring war against Spain. 
He also championed the rights of the 
Boers in congress by introducing a 
number of resolutions of sympathy for 
their cause, and denouncing in several 
eloruent speeches the conduct of the 
war by the British. He is the author 
of the resolution providing for an 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States so that the United States 
senato:;s snall be elected by the people: 
of the measure to raise t iaine; the 
bill to make Columbus a legal 
holiday; the bili for a statue to Tilden: 
the new copyright law; the army re- 
organization law; the bill to create 2 
department of transportation; the biti 
to restore the merchant marine; the old 
soldiers’ bill, and many other com- 
mendable measures. He is the chair- 
man of the committee on foreign af- 
fairs, one of the great and most im- 
portant committees in congress. He is 
a forceful debater and one of the mcs3t 
prominent leaders on the floor of the 
house. It is claimed for him that he 
fought more battles before the hous: 
for justice, for equal rights to ali and 
for the plain people, in the face of 
strong opposition, than any other rep- 
resentative in congress. In national 
politics he was sent as a delegate from 
New York to the democratic nationa! 
conventions of 1896, 1900, -1904, 19058 
and 1912; and was one of the active 
supporters of W. J. Bryan before: the

Pensioning Army of Workers. 
(From Leslie’s.) 

A pension system for an industria! 
army twice as large as the standing 
army of the United States is worthy 
of more than passing notice, For 
sickness, accident, death and for old 
age retirement, a pension fund of $14,- 
000,000 has been created for the 175,009 
employees of the Bell system of tele- 
phone and telegraph companies. Since 
the families and dependents of em- 
ployees will be entitied to benefits, the 
beneficiaries will numDer altogether 
more than a quarter of a million. 

With the experience of all previous 
industrial pension systems to gulue 
him, President T. N. Vali has worked 
out the most liberal and comprehen- 
sive plan yet devised. Any employee 
60 years of age, having Deen twenty 
years tn the service of the company, 
may retire on pension, the’ company 
having the option to retire them at 55 
if they have served twenty-five years. 
As usual, the pension ig based on the 
One per 
cent of the average annual pay for 
the last ten years of employment, mul- 
tiplied by the number of years of serv- 
ice, will be the basis of award, it be- 
ing provided that no pension will be 
less than $20 a month. Libderal pro- 
visions are made for sickness. When, 
in the performance of duty, death. re- 
sults, insurance is allowed equal to 
three years’ pay, the maximum being 
$5,000. Should death be produced by 
causes outside of business, insurance 
based on term ot service will be pre- 
vided, $2,000 being the maximum. 


Rights and Duties of Labor. 

Capital has a right to a just share. 
of the profits, but only to a just share. 
Employers should treat. those whe 
work under them with humanity and 
justice. The right of a man to pro- 
vide for his family is a natural one.

WITH CORPORATIONS 


Right of Government to Collect Huge 
Sum in Taxes Is 
Disputed. 


Washington, December 25.—A corpo- 
ration tax issue involving the right of 
the federal government to collect hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in taxes 
from thousands of corporations which 
have leased their property, will be ar- 
mued in the United States supreme 
court January 6. 

The case, according to an announce- 
ment by Solicitor General Bullitt to- 
day, is that of the Minhall and 
Schuylkill Haven Rallroad company, 
which sued the collector of internal 
revenue at Philadelphia for $5,000 col- 
lected by the government under the 
corporation tax law. This $4,000,000 
corporation, by the authority of the 
legislature of Pennsylvania, leased its 
property to the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railway company at an annual 
rental of $252,000. 

The supreme court has held that the 
corporation tax is imposed upon the 
“doing” of corporate business and the 
point involved in this case is whether 
Corporations which have thus leased 
their property really are “doing busi- 
ness.” 

In a brief filed with the supreme 
court, Solicitor General Bullitt says: 

“That the stockholders of the Mine- 
hall company are enjoying the advan- 
tages of corporate business, and if they 
are enjoying any advantages thereby, 
that constitutes a ‘doing of business’ 
within the meaning of the statutes— 
is found when we consider that al- 
though the Reading company pays all 
the taxes on the property leased and 
on the business done over the road, 
yet the Minehell company is paying 
about $25,000 to $30,000 yearly in taxes 
for the privilege of maintaining Its 
corporate existence. 

“This is eminently “a practical age 
and we must recognize things as they 
are. If a lot of shareholders are will- 
ing to $25,000 a year in taxes 
rather than surrender their corporate 
franchise, we may well conclude that 
the corporation must be ‘doing’ some- 
thing, or they would quickly dis- 
solve and that large sum in 
taxes.”

The dining hall itself was 
decorated with evergreens and trap- 
nings beautifully arranged, the dec- 
oration work being done by the pris- 
oners themselves. “Merry Christmas,” 
displaved in cedar and pine on the 
wall over the stage, greeted the 915 
prisoners as they entered the hall, and 
as they marched out, after anhourand 
a half of sylid enjoyment, “Happy New 
Year,” greeted tnem on the other wall.

In a manner never before known in 
the history of the Atlanta federal pris- 
on, the inmates themselves entered in- 
the spirit and enthusiasm of .the 
occasion John Sullivan, a 
with a splendid bass voice, was sing- 
ing “Donnehoo—He’s an _ Irishman,” 
when a hundred or more of the men 
joined in at the chorus, while merri- 
ment overspread the entire gathering. 
A moment later, when Sullivan was 
given an encore, he raised his voice 
with the words, “Darling I Am Grow- 
ing Old, Silver Threads Among the 
Gold,.”’ and perfect’ silence 
throughout the hall, while 
there strained eyes and saddened 
faces showed that the song was con- 
juring up memories long forgotten. 

Altogether the dinner was the 
greatest emotional stimulus the pris- 
oners had experienced in many, many 
months. It was their first Christmas 
dinner since the silence rule had been 
banished last spring, along with other 
relics of inquisition days. They sat 
at small tables, too, instead of the 
long bench tables that formerly filled 
the dining hall. And in this congenial 
arrangement and surroundings—with 
soul-stirring music and a laden ban- 
quet board—they were given fully to 
understand that Warden Moyer, Uncle 
Sam and the whole world wanted them 
to have a hpappy time on Christmas 
day.
